ed with the Rotary Club, particularly 
to the Red Cross, Kiwanis Club and 
Order of Moose which underwrote the 
expenses of the three clinks held un­ 
der the supervision of the York Ro­ 
tarians,- 
Praise also was given by 
the speaker to the civic and visiting 
nurse associations of York county for 
their follow-up work among the chil­ 
dren after the operations. 
Mr. Bruce spoke at length on how 
the York children, who were operated 
upon, secured their braces, which was 
an important part of the follow-up 
work. 
As there was no brace maker 
in York, it was necessary at first to 
take the children to Baltimore 
or 
Philadelphia tov be measured, he said, 
but the club later had the brace m ak­ 
er come as far as Lancaster, which 
simplified matters. 
In York county, according to Mr. 
Bruce, the visiting nurses pay for the 
braces, and the families repay them 
on the installing plan, but where a 
family is unable to afford the braces 
prescribed, the Rotary 
Club 
buys 
them. 
Personal Impressions 
In closing his address, Br. Bruce 
cited a few reasons why the York Ro­ 
tary Club has entered crippled chil­ 
dren’s work on such a large scale. 
“ Eliminate sentiment,” he said, “and 
everyone knows that a crippled child 
does not have the <ame advantages 
enjoyed by a normal child. An opera­ 
tion gives the child a chance to make 
good in later years to becarve a self­ 
supporting and respected citizen.” 
He spoke on the expense in con-
